Claim 42. (currently amended) A method of displaying contact information for a plurality of 
individuals to a subscrib e r of contact information, tho m e thod comprising: 

receiving one or more information relating to two or more communication networks 
network addr e ss e s for capable of being used by an individual a plurality of individuals ; 

generating a plurality of summary availability indicator for the individual indicators for 
th e plurality of individuals , wherein eeeh the summary availability indicator indicates different 
types of data that each individual is capabl e of r e ceiving or indicates different communication 
network typos that oaoh individual is capabl e of using; 

wh e rein for oach typo of data, tho summary indicator indicat e s whether or not th e 
individual is pr e sent and availabl e to roooivo tho type of data, or for oaoh communication 
network typ e , th e summary indicator indicat e s whether or not the individual is pr e s e nt and 
availabl e to communicate on - tho communication network typ e summarizes the two or more 
communication networks by indicating that the individual is present and ava ilable to a subscriber 
if the individual is present and available on at least one of the communicatio n networks, and by 
indicating that the individual is not present and available if the individual is not present on any of 
the communication networks ; and 

displaying the plurality-of summary indicators summary availability indicator to the 
subscriber^aBd 

wherein the individual is pr e sont if th e individual has access to a particular 
communication notwork t>p e and tho individual is avoilablo if tho individual willing to b e 
contact e d by th e subscrib e r .

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Claim 43. (currently amended) The method of claim 42 further comp rising, receiving a request C/3> 
from the subscriber to initiate point-to-point contact with the individu al after the subscriber 
selects the summary availability indicator: and initiating point to p oint contact between the 
individual and the subscriber, wherein the subscriber does not know which c ommunication 
network in the two or more communication networks is used to initi ate the point-to-point contact 
with the individual whoroin th e diff e r e nt network communication typoo includ e an instant 
me s saging network, an SM S n e twork, and a t e l e phone network .

and available to communicate by telephon e and a Gooond icon which indicates whether or not 
ea ch individual io pr e s e nt and availabl e to communicate by instant messaging, whoroin the first 
and second icons are displayod to tho subscrib e r .

pr e s e nt and available to communicate on th e communication notvvorlc typ e generating a summary ^> 
availability indicator for the individual, wherein the summary availability indicator summarizes 
the two or more communication networks by indicating that the individual is present and 
available to a subscriber if the individual is present and available on at least one of the 
communication networks, and bv indicating that the individual is not present and available if the j-j-j 
individual is not present on any of the communication networks : and 

a user interface for displaying the summary availability indicator plurality of summary 
indicators to the subscriber wh e roin the individual i s- pfcacnt if the - individual has occocfl to a 
particular communication notwork typo and th o individual is available if th e individual willing to 
b e oontact e d by tho subscriber . 

Claim 63. (currently amended) A system comprising: 
the device of claim 62; 

a presence detection engine for determining if each of the plurality of individuals the 
individual is present; and 

an availability management engine for determining if the individual e ach of th e plurality 
of individuals is available.
